The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 24th April, 2003:— 


Bill No. 25 of 2003 

A Rill to amend the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial Act, 1951. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the F ifty-fourth Y ear of the Republ ic of India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial (Amendment) Short title. 
Act, 2003. 

25 of 1951 . 2. In the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial Act, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as A~.crrdnr.cnt 

the principal Act), in section 4, for sub-section (7), the following sub-section shall be of section 4 - 
substituted, namely:— 

“(7) The Trustees of the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial shall be the 
following, namely:— 

(a) the Prime Minister/ — Chairperson, 

(ft) Union Minister in charge of Culture, 

(c) Union Minister in charge of Home Affairs, 

(^ Governor of the State of Punjab, 

(e) Chief Minister of the State of Punjab, 
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if) the Leader of the Opposition in the House of the People, 

eminent persons to be nominated by the Centra! Government, one of 
them being from the district of Amritsar, 

(^Secretary to the Government of India in the Department of Culture as Mem- 
' ' her-Secretary to th? Trust, ex officio .” • 

3. For section 5 of the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, 

namely:— .. 

“5. (/) The Trustees mentioned in clauses (a), (b), ( c ), (d), (e), if) and (A) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 shall be ex officio Trustees. 

/ - • 

(2) The Trustee nominated under clause (g) of sub-section (1) of section 4 shall 
be a Trustee for a period of five years, and shall be eligible for re-nomination.”. 

4. For section 7 of the principal Act, the following sections shall be substituted, 
namely:— 


“7. (/) For the purposes of managing the affairs of the Trust, there shall be a 
committee of management consisting of— 

(a) Union Minister in charge of Culture — Chairperson; 

(b) such number of eminent persons not exceeding three, as may be 
nominated by the Chairperson of the Trust on the recommendation of the 
Chairperson of the committee of management for a period of three years; and 

(c) Secretary to the Government of India in the Department of Culture as 
Member-Secretary to the committee, ex-officio. 

(2) The committee shall have such powers and perform such duties and 
functions as may be entrusted to the committee by the Trust. 

(5) The committee of management shall meet at least once in six months to 
recommend the programme and budget of the Trust as also to formulate regulations for 
submission to the Trust. 

7A. The Trust shall meet at least once in a year to approve the audited accounts 
of the Trust.”. 

5. In section 10 of the principal Act, for clause (c), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(c) the powers, duties and functions of the committee of management under 
sub-section (2) of section 7;”. 

6. After section 10 of the principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, 
namely:— 


“ 10A. Every rule or regulation made under this Act shall be laid, as soon as may 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, while it is in session, for a total 
period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more succes¬ 
sive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or regulation or both Houses agree that the rule or regulation 
should not be made, the rule or regulation shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be;' so, however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything

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STATEMENT OF OB JECTS AND REASONS 
The Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial Act, 1951 was enacted to provide for the

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wounded on the 13 th day of April, 19 ] 9 in Jallianwala Bagh, Amritsar. Die objects of the said 
Act was to place the then existing Trust on a permanent basis, to establish a body corporate 
to be known as the Trustees of the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial, to transfer to that 
body all the property and funds and to confer upon that body all necessary powers for 
carrying out the objects of the Trust. 

2. The objects of the Trust, inter alia, include erection and maintenance of buildings, 
structures and parks at or near the site of the Jallianwala Bagh in the city of Amritsar, 
acquiring lands, buildings and other properties for the purposes of the Trust and raising and 
receiving funds for the purposes of the National Memorial. 

3. Over a period of time, with the passing away of the Trustees appointed for life, the 
situation has changed and the Government does not have proper representation on the 
Trust. Further, the Government cannot appoint Trustees for life without making necessary 
amendments in the said Act. Therefore, with a view to filling up the vacancies caused on 
account of the passing away of the life Trustees, it has become necessary to amend the said 
Act through the Jallianwala Bagh National Memorial (Amemdment) Bill, 2003 

4. Jallianwala Bagh is a National Memorial revered by all the Indians. The new 
composition proposed in the Bill would make the Trust much more representative in its 
character. Die Trust will receive the rightful recognition and importance if it is headed by the 
Prime Minister as proposed. 

5. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.
